H OTEILMEN say the British Columbia govern¬ 
ment should force people to drink a large glass

They want the government to pass a law 
forbidding the use of the tmaD 10-oent glass, which 
they consider to be less decorative and less socially 
correct than the big one. 

This throws a new light on our publicans. 
Previously I had thought of them as bhiff. jovial 
men who were Interested only in selling bgpr. ^ 
Now it transpires that they want us to look 
beautiful when we drink. Who would have guemed 
that our hotehnen had the hearts of artists beating 
behind their weU-padded wallets? 

What subtle, sophisticated taste they have. too. 
I had never realized the beauty of the large beer 
glass until the hotelmen pointed it out.

But I suppose making the large glass com¬ 
pulsory is only the first step in a campaign to polish 
up the aesthetic tone of our taverns. 

Later, the time will come to force people by law 
to drink from Wedgwood steins, or 14th century 
Venetian goblets. 

But the jumbo glass will make a good start. 
When the beer-drinking public has been taught to 
accept a certain amount of beauty and dignity, H 
will be safe to begin ramming culture—and beer- 
down their throats by the gallon. 

Another interesting;fact about the Jumbo glass 
Is that it gives you less beer for the money. Two 
small glasses at 20 cents contain 15 ounces. One 
large, artisticany designed, dignified jumbo glam 
at 20 cents contains 12 ounces.

Now, a beer parlor customer enjoys the right 
to ask for a 10-cent glass of beer, and if he has a 
thick enough skin to disregard the scowls and 
clenched fSts of the batman and the waiter, he can 
sometimes really get one of those ugly little brutes 
of 10-cent glasses, and urink It. 

If the hotelmen get their way, he will no longer 
be able to do that. 

Our beer parlors win no longer be cluttered 
up with moderate drinkers, who waste waiters* 
time and get tables dirty, just for the sake of a 
thimbleful of beer. 

And the publicans, selling us 20 per cent less 
beer for the same price, will be able to fill their 
cash registers with extra money; dignified, beautiful 
money.

Judge Delays Injunction Ruling 
In 98-Day-Old IJ.S. Steel Strike 


PITTSBURGH (AP)—A fed¬ 
eral judge Tuesday put ofl j 
until at least today a dsdaion 
on whether to issue a Taft-j 
Hartky Injunction In the 96-1 
day steel strike. 

Judge Herbert P. Sorg re- 
essssd the court alter the gov¬ 
ernment and the United Steel¬ 
workers’ Union had completed 
tbsir argumsnta. 

Sorg did not ssy whether a 
ruling would be handed down 
then. 

Tbs government had sought 
ths injunction, but the union 
vigorously opposed It 

Acting on orders from Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower, the govern¬ 
ment asked the court to iaaue 
an injunction under the Tgft- 
Hartley Label Law sending 
the 500,000 strikers back to 
work temporarily. 

The Tkft-Hartley Act pro¬ 
vides that labor dtsputes im¬ 
perilling the national economy 
may be termlnsted for an SO- 
day "cooling o^T* period before 
ths strike could continue. 

The govemaent’i petition 
stated the striko—longest In¬ 
dustry wide steel shutdown in 
history—has closed down 310 
steel plants, Hi Iron ore mines 
and 11 transport fadUties In 32 
sutss.

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Coercion Is Not the Answer 


S INCE the civil service commission 
recommended the increases, 
federal employees may justifiably feel 
“innoyed that the government has 
refused to-increase the current gen¬ 
eral wage scales. The blunt truth is 
of course that the government is hard 
up, although if financial horns are to 
be dra\%Ti in civil servants 'should not 
bear more than their legitimate por¬ 
tion of effected economies. 

* I Federal employees should not 
• prejudice their cause by unwise talk 
of drastic retaliation, however. No 
government can tolerate the big stick 
aimed at its head, nor are increases to 
be obtained by attempts to coerce the 
nation. Public sympathy will soon 
run out if It is the public which is 
victimized by any overt retaliation by 
civil servants. 

The suggestion that a one-day 
postal strike be staged during the 
Christmas rush season, for instance, 
comes strangely from servants of the 
•Crown. What would they hope to 
gain? The government would not 
suffer, but the general public would 
by the confusion and delay of mail at 
a crucial period of the year. This 


would be a foolish action that would 
boomerang against federal employees. 

Similarly the proposal that federal 
civil servants should refrain from 
buving gcA'cmipent savings bonds will 
add nothing to their, cause. Civil 
servants do not buy these annual 
bonds to help a government in any 
case; they buy them as a good per¬ 
sonal investment and not as a gesture 
of altruism. Any such hold-back 
would be akin to cutting off one’s 
nose to spite one’s face. There is the 
practical argument also that if the 
treasury' is so hard up it cannot grant 
pay Increases a further depletion of 
the funds it'needs is not going to 
improve civil servants’ chances of a 
raise. 

A just cause does not need 
methods of coercion. Civil servants 
have the right to press their case 
Hith all legitimate influences at their 
command, and various avenues are 
open to them to .seek to have the 
government reconsider its decision. 
Public support will not he forth¬ 
coming however if attempts are made 
to bring the state to its knees, uith 
conseouences which would react 
against the public itself. 


Highway Death Rate 


S tatistics produced by the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police cover¬ 
ing fatal highway accidents in British 
Columbia this year are informative, 
but it would he a great mistake to 
attempt to read into them more than 
they are capable of conveying. While 
certain surmises may be made from 
these figures, in actual fact they 
prov'e very little except that there 
were more fatalities this year than 
last. 

Certainly the RCMP tabulation 
of causes of traffic deaths does not 
entitle Attorney-General Bonner to 
•Exonerate” the 60 • mile - an - hour 
zones from blame for the increase, 
|ny more than the fact that there 
mas a heavy IncreaK right after the 
higher speed limit went into effect 
can be taken as proof that that is 
where the blame lies. This is an 
interesting exercise in deduction and 
conjecture—no more. If deduction is 
to be accepted in lieu of proof, then 
one is just as good as tne other. As 
a lawyer, Mr. Bonner should know' 
that. 

The attorney-general’s sole reason 
for ab^oWing the high-speed zones is 
the fining that of the 136 fatal 


accidents under review only 12 
occurred in those zones. Such a con¬ 
clusion leaves out of consideration 
the element of psychology, to which 
the superintendent of motor vehicles 
has referred on .several occasions in 
a*tempts to find an explanation of 
the mounting death rate. His view 
is that raising the speed limit in 
selected zones is to .some people an 
incitement to drive faster elsewhere 
as well That theory' is as acceptable 
as any other. 

As to the precise cause or causes 
of this year’s higher death rate, the 
report leaves the public little wiser 
than before. It is an invitation to 
conclusions, and the one which pre¬ 
sents it.self most forcibly la that the 
greatest power to bring about an Im¬ 
provement is in the hands of the 
courts. They can make offences 
against the safetv laws so costly that 
fewer drivers will dare to take the 
risk. That is the old-fashioned atti¬ 
tude towards wrongdoing which many 
• authorities scorn nowadays, but 
which appears in the case of the 
traffic code to accomplish far more 
good than all the appeals to reason 
and decency.

Here is an ideal way 
in which to put by something against 
a rainy day. add to it and keep up a 
habit which can add greatly^ to 
Irecinity and enjoyment in life. 

Finally, the Dominion .savings 
bonds are an integral part of 
Canada’s effort to .stabilize Its own 
economy, with neither inflation nor 
stringenev' to be feared if this nation 
keeps its head about it.

A n archdeacon opines that he ii 
not impressed by the military 
mind, which he thinks is a peculiar 
thing. I suppose 
the rebuke could 
easily be that so is 
the clerical mind. 

All group mind.s 
are peculiar to 
their own realm. 

If they were not 
the moon wouldn't 
have been photo¬ 
graphed- if it has been; nor would 
some men play games on skates. It 
wasn't a clergyman who planned 
DDay. nor a soldier who wrote 
“Pilgrim's Progress." 

And to one group the vagaries 
of another always seem strange, 
peculiar. > 

Pity the generals, however; they’re 
constantly being a.ssailed as of mori¬ 
bund intelligence. For instance the 
archdeucon says the military mind is 
always obse.ssed with the last war, 
and only ready to fight It when it 
ia over. 

it it it 

Now that is a peculiar sUtement^ 
to come from a modem man of 
ecclesiastical distinction; it is peculiar 
because It is a parrot like repetition 
of a worn-out platitude, and an in¬ 
correct one at that. Nothing ia more 
of a cliche than the a.s.sumption that 
generals fight a war in the mind 
of the one before. 

Xhe archdeacon harks back to the 
first war. which is forty and more 
years ago. Ancient history, in fact. 
The world has come a long way 
since then, and so have generals. 

He may be right to some degree 
when he says the general staff didn't 
know what was going on in the first 
war. Hindsight induces the suspicion 
that often enough they didn't. My > 
own guess is that that war was about 
the nadir of generalship. 

But even so a word might be said 
in favor of the 1914 generals. They 
were up against something abso¬ 
lutely new, the first global war of 
its kind and on a scale to stagger 
the imagination. It waa foreign to 
all previous experience. (The next 
one wasn’t so foreign, you know.) 

It was an age when defensive arma¬ 
ment outweighed offensive power, 
hence the long tragic tale of the 
Western Front. 

It cannot be said however, that 
the second war was fought with the 
mentality of the first. Some dug out 
types clung on but the generalship 
of the last war waa vastly superior 
to* that of lU predecessor So was 
the equipment and the tools for the 
job, and these were "put to good use 
because the generals belonged to their 
own era. 

* * ♦ 

Many a bloomer was committed, 
no doubt, and the absolutely' perfect 
general has yet to be bom. Even 
Napoleon alipped occaaionally. 1 dare¬ 
say perfection is not reached in the 
ecclesiastical ranks either. 

Obviously however the military 
mind doesn’t stand still any more 
than its civilian equivalent. If It did 
we would have the same kind of 
military set-up as we had 20 years 
ago, and anyone with eyes to see can 
note the difference. 

I remember indeed a young lieu¬ 
tenant Just back from Korea com¬ 
menting in a manner which indicated 
he thought the troops of 1945 were 
old fashioned. Thafi showed clearly 
enough how speedily the military XKit- 
look can change. 

It seems apparent also in theso 
days of nudear weapons, missiles, 
atomic submarinas. Me., that a 
modem general couldn’t help ^t 
have his eye geared to the future. 
He knows perfectly well that another 
war It most unlikely to be similar to 
the last one. U he didn’t I should 
think his chances of applying out¬ 
moded concepts would be nil. 

It it too easy to scoff at the 
military mind, 1 am afraid, and no 
doubt to an ecdetlastlc It does seem 
peculiar. It ia just as well that it is, 
for we depend on it to pull us out 
of trouble when the guns start. And 
by and large it hasn't failed ua yet

The fact ia that aocialism (if the 
word la taken to mean nationalization 
of industry) was*s minor issue in the 
election. It Is noteworthy that Mr. 
Galtskell, though proposing to nation- 
.elize Steel and road haulage, said that 
Labor has no plans for further na¬ 
tionalization. Further, the Conserva¬ 
tives did not propose to denationalize 
anything. Finally, the Manchester 
Guardian, although It opposed nation¬ 
alization even of the steel industry, 
nevertheless sUted; ‘'We should like 
to see Labor in office." Clearly, the 
editors of Britain's leading Liberal 
newspaper felt that nationalization 
was of less importance than other 
issues. 


The Guardian opposed the govern¬ 
ment on its record in foreign and 
colonial policy: “The Conservatives in 
our view are unreliable." The editor 
mentioned‘their going to war “aggres¬ 
sively” against Egypt, and their aedm- 
ing unconcern at the killing of civil¬ 
ians in Cyprus. Kenya and Nya.saland. 
The.8ucces.se^ scored by the Conser¬ 
vatives in arms like Ghana and Ma¬ 
laya were due to the adoption of poli¬ 
cies long advocated by Liberals and 
Labor.

If aocialism wm not the issue, and 
if the Conservatives were 9 p^n to 
attack on ao many grounds, h(Rc’ are 
we to interpret the outcome? The 
answer is that voters tend to judge by 
results more than by issues or prom¬ 
ises. And if conditions are good, 
especially if wages are rising and 
there la little unemployment, the 
voters tend to give credit to the party 
in power, whether or not there is any 
credit due to it In short, the big ma¬ 
jority piled up by Mr. Macmillan can 
be explained very simply: the voters 
voted for prosperity. 

What then are we to say of the 
failure of the voters to be influenced 
by Mr. Gaitskell's promise of higher 
pensions and further social welfare 
measures? Are we to assume that 
British workers do not want any fur¬ 
ther benefits? 

'The answer would appear to be 
twofold. First, many workers nnay 
have felt that a Labor Party victory 
might unsettle business and cause 
some unemploymenL wage earners 
everywhere are more concerned shout 
unemplo>‘ment than about most other 
Uiing.s. 

Second. It Is coming to be recog¬ 
nized that the process of taking from 
the wealthy In order to give to the 
poor has been pushed about as far as 
it can go In Britain, and further social 
welfare measures will have to be paid 
for by taxes collected from almost 
everybody.

In other woiUs, the very poof, 
those who Would benefit from mort 
welfare benefits without paying for 
them, are now a minority in Britain, 
so that the voting appeal of expanded 
welfare benefits is outweighed by tha 
prospect of higher taxes. In that ca.^ 
an appeal for further aid to ttsa poor 
must be addressed to the generosity 
of the tax-paying majority rather 
than to the self interest of the minor¬ 
ity of beneficiaries. 


There is a sen.^ in which Lord 
Hailsham and Mr. Gaitskell were both 
right in their apparently conflicting 
statements. Socialism in the old sense 
- meaning general nationalization of 
Industry—is no longer an objective 
of the Labor Party. But socialism in 
the sense of social justice, of a more 
equalitarian <snd a riaaaless society, 
is still very much alive. 

Nationalization of industry, in 
socialist theory, was generally 
garded as a meant to an end—not. ae 
in communist theory, an end in itself. 
The end waa a more equitable and 
cooperative society, an end reflected 
,in the name Canadian sociaUatj gave 
their party: Co-opermtlve Common¬ 
wealth Federation. 


The past few decades have shown 
that nationalization of industry dnee 
not. as least in any short period, make 
people more (XH>perative. Employee^ 
of the nationalized Industries like the 
CNR and Polymer do not feel or ect 
differently from employees of private 
industry. 

Moreover, an Hitler showed, it if 
possible to bring private industry 
under public control without nation¬ 
alizing it. Much has been taken from 
^the argument that the planned pro¬ 
duction of aocialism would avoid de¬ 
pressions. The* longer employment re¬ 
mains high the stronger will grow the 
belief 4lhat an application of Keynes¬ 
ian theoriei cen prevent depressione 
In capitalism. 


T he Soviet Union has proposed 
establishment of an international 
body to study space problems, and 
the first reaction in the corridors of 
the United Nations is cooL They had 
better get started on another tack. 

The fear ia apparently that the 
Soviets will not accept a UN commit¬ 
tee because such bodies are always 
loaded with membera from non-Com- 
munist lands. Better not to have such 
a study, so the argument runs, than 
to have one with equal repreaenUtioa. 
Better not to have ai .^h a committee 
at all if it is not set up under ilN 
auspices.

There is grave risk in such a posi¬ 
tion. There may be an argument in 
other fielda. There can be none about 
the pioblema of space. The Russians 
have established a commanding lead 
In'this field of activity. They are well 
ahead of the rest of the world. If 
they are in the mood to co-operate in¬ 
ternationally in this field, they are en¬ 
titled to have e lair say about the com¬ 
position of the body where the co¬ 
operation will take place. 

The alternative is not attractive. 
The rest of t|ie world could set up its 
own committee. The Russians could

go off on their own. There is no rea¬ 
son to believe that their present head 
sUrt in the space field will be short¬ 
lived. It may well continue for years 
Some obseiArers indeed believe that 
it ia now impossible to catch them, so 
fast and well directed is their pro¬ 
gress. An international spa<*e sgenc> 
without the Russians in it is, in such 
circumstances, absurd.

Despatches state that the new Rus¬ 
sian proposal ia a correlate of Mr. 
Khrushchev’s proposal for total dis¬ 
armament That proposal, on first 
showing, was given s cool reception 
too. There is now a growing body of 
opinion which believes it deserves the 
fullest and most sympathetic study. 
The proposal about space is in the 
same category with one difference 
which makes serious study even more 
essential ' * 

That difference is that, in arma¬ 
ments, there may he something like 
parity betwcipn the striking force of 
the United States sod the Soviet 
Union. There Is nothing like parity 
in the field of space exploration and 
study. The Russians are away out in 
front If they are in the mood to co¬ 
operate. we should be the last to 
throw coM water on the idea.

Name Your Lilies 


My M. V. OmNUT. reHS 

One question whicH I f«t thrown 
•t me lairty often Is how to grow 
lilies, end I usiuUy experience • feel¬ 
ing of frustrate when letters Hke 
this sriive on my desk, for the writers 
seldom tell me ^hst kind of Ulies 
they propose to grow. You can’t 
generalize on lily culture, for what 
la one variety's nteet is another's 
poison. 

Take this business of sun or 
shade, for instance. The regal lily Is 
a sun-lover, whereas henryi, hansonii, 
monadelphum and auratum all per¬ 
form better If given some shade 
through the hottest part of the day. 
Other sun-worshippers are candldum, 
umbellatum and spodosum. but while 
these like an open, punny spoU they 
appreciate cool, shaded soil—their 
feet In the shade and their heads in 
the sun. This can be accomplished by 
growing them among ground-hugging 
shrubs and <Mher forms of ground 
cover. 

m a e 

Another point of difference Is lime. 
Some lilies detest lime almost as 
much as a rhododendron, notably 
auratum aiid speciosum, both popular 


lilies hereabouu. Candldum, chalce- 
donicum and nmrtagon are Umo* 
Ipvers, with a distinct preference for 
the slow-acting and gritty pulverized 
limestone over the more usual 'hy¬ 
drated lime. 

Still another vital difference is the 
depth of planting. Some varieties 
make two sets of roots-^me set from 
the .bottom of the bulb, and another, 
later in the season, from the stem 
well above the bulh—somKlmea even 
a little above soil level. IThese stem- 
rooters must be planted deeply, while 
the kinds with only one set of roots 
need only a few inches of covering. 

A e w 

Two Inches of soil above the bulb 
is enough for the lovely Madonna 
lily, and lor destaoeum. Four inches is 
about right for martagon, monadel¬ 
phum and the delightful but unpro¬ 
nounceable LUium szovitsianum. 

The stem-rooters need a minimum 
of six Inches of soil covering them, 
and the lilies In this class include 
auratum, speciosum regsle. davidil 
and maxwilL Henryi. with its enor¬ 
mous bulb, is in a class by itself, and 
should be planted eight to 10 inches 


If you grow any of these stem- 
rooters. the trick in getting really 
superh flowers Is to prepare a rich 
top dressing of well rotted leaves and 
coarse sand, with a little bone meal 
mixed In, and mound a bucketful of 
thia material up around the stem 
about the time the stem roots appear. 
This gives the secondary roots some¬ 
thing to get their teeth into, and the 
planu shoot ahead as If by magic. 

♦ e a 

Lily bulbs are unlike the corms of 
gladiolus and crocus in thsit they 
never become completely dormant, 
and are never very happy while their 
roots are out of the soil. For thia rea¬ 
son. fall planting is best, as soon as 
possible after the bulbs appear on the 
market. New methods of packing and 
storing the bulbs have been devised, 
however, and by sealing the bulbs in 
a plastic bag with a bit of damp moss, 
and by storing under refrigeration, it 
la possible nowadays^ to buy phimp, 
fre^-looklng bulbs In the spring. 

The lily is a gregarious plant, and 
will always look better and act hap¬ 
pier when planted in colonies rather 
than dotting the bulbs here and there 
singly.
